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EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present application relates to providing a method for transporting data of different 
packet formats in a communication ring, including the unique functions of employing: 

"the bandwidth of the communication ring is divided into Subscription Bandwidth for 
each node on the communication ring and Over- Subscription Bandwidth shared by all nodes on 
the communication ring." 

The closet prior art, Medhat et al. (US Patent 6,314,103 Bl), discloses a method for 
transporting data in an ATM system where each virtual path VP is set at a certain amount of 
bandwidth, and a VP may borrow bandwidth from another VP when needed and thereby 
accomplish dynamic reallocation of bandwidth. However, Medhat fails to anticipate or render 
obvious the above quoted limitations of the present application. This renders the claims 
allowable.
